The President's let- 
ter deals almost exclusively with the 
tariff! and prosperity, which he de- 
clared, was largely due to protection. 
THE PRESIDENT'S LETTER. 

The letter in part reads: ‘* 

“My Dear Mr. Wanamaker: 

“| want to thank you for the splen- 
did work you are doing for the suc- 
cess of the Republican party in the 
approaching election. 1 thank you 
not for myself, but for the people at 
large who have so much to lose, 80 
little to gain, from a change of ad- 
ministration, who will indeed suffer 
if a Democratic President and a 
Democratic Congress secure the op- 
portunity to make good their platform 
pledges, and an extra session of Con- 
gress is called next March to change 
the tariff from a protective to a reve- 
nue 

“Wholly apart from the respective 
merits of the protective and the tariff 
for revenue policies, it must be ob- 
vious to thinking men that so radical 
a change cannot be effected without 
a period of readjustment, the wiping 
out of numerous industries that pros- 
per because they are protected, and 
that pay good wages to thousands of 
employees. Even were it admitted 
—and 1 do not admit it—that ulti-. 
mately this readjustment would be 
successful, and that our present pro- 
tected and prosperous industries could 
be replaced by others that would 
thrive without protection, what of the 
transition period’?

“As a protectionist I can see no 
benefit to be gained from such a 
change, even when the, readjustment 
is completed. For sixty years under 
the protective policy, our industries 
have grown at a pace that has 
astougded the world. Our wage earn- 
ers have established and maintained a 
standard of living that is unknown in 
the old world. Even during the period 
of high cost of living, which has pre- 
valled throughout the civilized world 
for a few years, our people have suf- 
fered no such hardships as those of 
the old world. 

“The abundant crops of this year 
are already operating to decrease the 
cost of living to the American work- 
ingman, while there is every indica- 
tion that wages will be maintained. 
On the other hand, our factories are 
running full time, there are abundant 
erders ahead, wages high and it is 
labor, not employment, of which 
there is a searcity. With plenty 
of employment at sood wages 
and the prices of foodstuffs falling in 
some instances, in others about to fall, 
the wage earner is just on the eve 
of garnering his harvest, and if ex- 
isting conditions are not changed by 
a political upheaval, we will see the.

MARINE CORPS 
— 42 — 
Southern California to Be a Sepa- 
rate Enlistment District for the 


Sea Fighters, With Groom in His- 
toric Round-the-World Match in 


General Charge. 


First Lieutenant Ross E. Rowell of 
the United States Marine Corps, re- 
cently detached from the flagship 
California, is in Los Angeles to or- 
ganize Southern California into a sep- 
arate recruiting district, with head- 
quarters at No. 423% South Spring 
street. 

Lieut. Rowell hag been ln command 
of the marine detachment on the flag- 
ship for three years, and is an enthu- 
siastic supporter of the service, 
which he thinks offers more in versa- 
tility and comprehensive soldiering 
than any other of our protective and 


Iieut. Rowell, much to his disap- 
pointment, was detached for recruit- 
ing shore duty just before his com- 
Dany was ordered to Nicaragua, where 
they have been in several sanguinary 
battles. One man has been killed and 
several wounded in lively brushes 
with the natives. 

Since the days of “Capt. Jinks of 
the Hoss Marines,” the United States 
Marine Corps has attained a high 
standard of achievement and accom- 
plishment. The district to be estab- 
lished in Los Angeles will also in- 
clude, if the officer's investigations 
make it seem advisable, a branch sta- 
tion here, and other substations in 
San Diego, Fresno, Bakersfield and 
San Bernardino. A sergeant, corpo- 
ral and two privates will also be at- 
tached te the headquarters. 

An interesting fact not generally 
recalled in connection with the Ma- 
rine Corps is that it is the first branch 
of the military te be established in 
this country. It was brought into ex- 
istence by the Continental Congress 
in 1775, before there was any navy 
or army. In the early days the ma- 
rines were a cosmopolitan lot and it 
was frequently necessary to go out 
into the highways and byways and 
commandeer a crew for the ships 
running the sallors over the side at 
the bayonet’s point. Mutiny and pi- 
racy were often suppressed by the 
same marines, now recognized as 
among the country’s best trained 
fighting men. 

The marines are under army recu- 
lations, the pay allowance and enlist- 
ment regulations being the same, and 
a reason for establishing headquarters 
in this city is said to be because of the 
high moral and physical standard of 
the youth of this part of the country.

At the beginning (March 4, 1909,) of 
the administration of President Taft there 
Were approximately sixteen cases pending 
under the Sherman anti-trust act, nearly | 
all of which, under Taft, have been ter 
minated in favor of the government. 
cases against the Reading Railway Com- 
pany et al. and the Union Pacific Railroad 
Company et al. have been argued in the 
United States Supreme Court, and the case 
against the American Naval Stores Com- 


pany et al. is now pending. 


There were instituted during Roosevelt's 
seven and one-half years’ occupancy of the 
White House a total of forty-four cases, 
while during the three years just completed 
of the Taft control there were instituted a 
total of sixty-seven cases (twenty-three 
more in three years than Roosevelt's quota 
in seven and one-half years,) which, with 
the sixteen cases pending when the Taft 
administration came in, makes a total ‘of 
eighty-three cases handled by it. From the 
date of the passage of the act to March 4, 
1909, the number of cases instituted aggre- 
gated but sixty-two—twenty-one less than 
have been handled during the thfee years 


of the Taft administration.
